Lacking the necessary 
financial aid to attend a business, 
vocational. »r technical school, he 
may be compelled to enter the 
labor market upon graduation from 
high school. In some instances, 
the family can sacrifice and find 
some means to finance his educa- 
tion but all too often the costs 
are formidable to the average 
family.

GIVE EARTH A CHANCE 


Cashman Regional Director 
Of New Department 


Dr. Jerome G. Miller, commis- 
sioner, Massachusetts Department 
of Youth Services, has announced 
the appointment of George A. 
Cashman of 51 High St., Newbury- 
port, to the newly- created posi- 
tion of Regional Director of After- 
care, Delinquency Prevention, and 
Community Services. The appoint- 
ment of regional directors is the 
first step in the implementation 
of the department’s state-wide 
regionalization plan, funded 
through a grant from the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration. 

The Legislative Act of 1969 
abolished the Division of Youth 
Services and established the Le- 
partment of Youth Services as an 
aulonomous state agency. The 
purpose of this reorganization was 
to permit the department to pro- 
vide more effective treatment and 
rehabilitation programs to those 
youth committed to YouthServices 
by the courts of the Commonwealth. 

During the past 21 months, the 
department has reshaped its 
philosophy and program directions 
towards accomplishing this goal. 
With the major emphasis onbring- 
ing treatment and rehabilitation to 
the community level, the depart- 
ment will administer its after-care 
ani residential services from 
seyan regional offices across Jie 
State. 

As the regional director of 
After-care in Region IV (Essex 
County, and the towns of Wake- 
field, Medford, Malden, Melrose 
and Everett), Mr. Cashman will 
be responsible for the development 
and supervision of ali after-care 
and delinquency prevention pro- 
grams in the community, including 
parole and volunteer services, 
local grant-in-aid programs, and 
school adjustment counselling. 

He will serve as the depart- 
ment’s spokesman in his regioa, 
and will work with both’ public 
and private child-care agencies 
to cooperatively provide more 
effective services to children in 
need. 

Plans for the regionalization of 
the Department of Youth Services 
also include the establishment of 
community based treatment units 
as alternatives to the institutional- 
ization of children in the depart- 
ment’s existing facilities. This 
will permit the department to pro- 
vide a more individualized total 
treatment program for each child 
in its care. Emphasis will be 
placed on utilizing existing com- 


-nunity resources, and local 
citizens will be encouraged to 
participate in both the after-care 
and residential-care programs on 
a volunteer basis. 

Mr. Cashman, a U.S, Navy 
veteran, received his B.A. in 
mathematics from Holy Cross 
College, and has doze post- 


graduate study at Poston College. 
He worked as a Superior Court 
officer in the Essex County Sher- 
iff?s department before coming to 
the department of Youth Services 
in 1965.

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Editorial Comment 


Drainage 


The selectmen, Monday night, by their action in relieving 
a small drainage problem on High Plain Road, may have 
filtered a flood of similar annoyances to their attention for 
correction. 

The High Plain road problem is but one of many existing 
in the community. 

Basically it involves surface water running off property 
onto the roadway. Stated more elementary, il means drain- 
age from private property is entering public ways, via a 
pipe, which is illegal, according to some interpretation of 
the town bylaws. 

The particular area to be resolved by the board’s action 
Monday night, relieves a small section on High Plain road, 
where drainage in winter 'time results in freezing conditions 
and hazardous roadways and annoyance on other occasions 
as the surface runoff finds its way to surrounding properties 
and along the roadway. 


The selectmen have listed correction of the condition as 
a priority item on the list of drainage projects to be under- 
taken this year. 

They have also asked that the town negotiate with the 
property owner for payment of a portion of the cost of 
correction. 

Several weeks ago, when the problem was initially pre- 


sented to the board by the town manager, the suggestion 
was made that town counsel be consulted on the legality of 
the town’s responsibility for installing a drainage system. 
This was never done. 

In similar cases in the past, either the contractor who 
created the problem, or the homeowner who has acquired 
it, has been required to bear the expense of correction. 

Now the selectmen have voted town funds to relieve a 
drainage problem, which may, or may not, be a precedent 
setting decision. 

As the decision reads, there is no obligation on the home- 
owner to financially participate in the installation of the 


400 feet of pipe to relieve the condition. 
What about those who have already made correction at 


town request and private expense? 

How about the countless other similar problems through- 
out the town? 

What will be the status of the limited drainage improve- 
ment account approved at town meeting and for which the 
department of public works has scheduled work? 

The selectmen, as has been customary for too many 
months, delayed their decision for several weeks. They 
viewed the property, debated the manner of correction, and 
ultimately, may have figuratively gotten into water over 
their collective heads. 

We can foresee a further backlog of requests for correc- 
tive measures to be taken to relieve drainage problems in 
other areas of town. 

In the immediate area of the single corrective action 
taken Monday night, there are similar problems. 

It is futile to fault the builders, or to seek blame among 
town officials for allowing the condition to result from new 
construction. In most cases, the builders have long since left 
town and the officials responsible are no longer in office. 
Many of the problems result from the weak building laws 
existant over a decade ago. 

The legality of the town correcting the problem should 
have been examined before this action, which could open a 
Pandora’s box, was taken. 

It well could prove to be a costly decision, since equality 
in the treatment of similar conditions is now dictated. 


Relief Valve 


Since the selectmen so often have difficulty in resolving 
problems presented to them at a single meeting, it might be 
well to provide a relief valve for them. 

The relief could come in the form of having representa- 
tives of other town boards or committees on hand for 
advice or consultation from time to time. 

This could be accomplished quite easily, we ‘think, now 
that the board has a deadline for agenda items. 

With the exception of emergency items, all matters per- 
tinent to an upcoming Monday night meeting must be sub- 
mitted for the agenda by the prior Wednesday. 

Under this stipulation, there would appear sufficient lime 
for the board members themselves to ponder any upcoming 


issue, or, seek representation of specific boards for assist- 


ance. 


Consultants or engineers dealing with specific problems, 
are retained by such bodies as the board of health and the 
planning board. Certainly there would appear to be suffi- 
cient time to seek advice in resolving a problem. 

Delayed action only seems to amplify some problems 
presented. Resolve often takes several weeks. 

The simple representation of official boards at select- 
men’s meetings could accelerate the local legislative process. 


Quorum 


Selectman Milton Greenberg has suggested that the 
quorum for all town meetings be established at five per cent 
of the total registered voters of the Lown. 

The item may appear on the warrant for the possible no- 
quorum October town meeting. 

At present it requires 350 registered voters present for 
action to be taken on town meeting articles. 

Raising the number of voters needed, may present pro- 
blems, but Greenberg's suggestion is well taken. 

Unless an issue of vital concern to a minority of the 
townspeople is under consideration, altendance at Lown 


meeting is sparse. 


For the most part, even with what is considered good 
attendance, action on operation of the town’s municipal 
business is transacted generally by a very sparse percentage 


of the town’s voters. 


There have been efforts to change the town meeting 
system, such as a study of change of ‘time, changing to 
representative type town meeting, ete. 

If nothing else, Greenberg’s suggestion and proposed 
bylaw change should focus attention on the need for more 
civic responsibility on the part of the townspeople to the 


matters of municipal affairs. 


It might even require the complainants of municipal 
decisions and tax structure, to do something than just talk 
about the problems and prod them into attendance at the 


forum of action. 


Off The Top 
Of The Desk 


The problems of core cities, 
of course are amplified and mag- 
nified almost daily. 

Particularly a problem is 
transportation, 

With that thought, some major 
firms in places like the Poston 
area have offered free parking 
privileges in downtown garages 
for employees who form car pools. 
No less than four persons per car 
are allowed for the privilege. 

So far, the plan seems to be 
working out, with a waiting line 
already formed to take advantage 
of the offer. 


Styles change and return, of this, 
there is little doubt. 

Pointing out the fact of change 
and the time lapse in a return, 
is pitcher Hoyt Wilhelm of the 
Dodgers. 

Wilhelm, the ageless knuckle 
ball hurler who has appeared in 
more major league games as a 
pitcher than anyone else was des- 
cribed by a Boston sportswriter 
as the man ‘‘who came up to the 
major leagues in double breasted 
suits in the early 50’s and has 
lasted long enough to see them 
return.”’ 


State authorities have joined the 
ecology movement. 

Beginning with its September 
issue, the Commerce Digest, a 
publication of the department of 
commerce, reaching some 22,000 
readers will be published on re- 
cycled paper. 

The move was instituted by the 
governor’s office, to utilize office 
waste paper and put it back in 
circulation through recycling.

Fortunately, the Condominium 
Cloud appearing on Andover’s 
Southern Horizon should prove to’ 
be one of the lessor problems to 
be solved by our assiduous 
Pianning Eoard, This problem 
lends itself fully to solution in 
terms of equity for both Andover 
and ecology generally. 

The condominium scheme, as 
with its brother, city apartments 
in the country, is fueled and fired 
mostly by the allure of turning 
a profit by taking advantage of all 
the good environment created and 
paid for, including public utilities, 
by the single resident owners ina 
town. It’s a plan for creating a 
windfall for the few at the expense 
of the’ many who pay relatively 
high taxes on their single resi- 
dences plus untold hours of yearly 
work to help nature keep the air 
clear and clean with green growth; 
the best of all health givers. 

Therefore the fair solution is 
to determine the average home’s 
plot size, say a bit more than a 
half acre in Andover, then require 
that for each condominium there 
must be at least 80 percent of 
the area of the average house lot 
devoted to open green area. Thus 
a unit containing 30 condominiums 
must be surrounded by at least 
12 acres of open green area and 
taxed at house lot rates just as 
is the area upon which is built 
a single house as a dwelling. Tis 
plan meets the reqiirements of 
both fairness and good en- 
vironment.

Yet we are strongly opposed to 
the taking of our property by emi- 
nent domain, or the property of any 
Andover citizen for this project 
-- as long as a town-owned, state 
approved site for this project lies 
vacant in Carmel Woods, 

It is one matter to bear the 
burden of eminent domain as a 
truly necessary last resort. It 
is another matter to dear it be- 
cause the Conservation Cominis- 
sion would rather see the taking 
of people’s homes and yards ad- 
vocated than permit the town to 
use a little used piece of land 
which is not as rich as a nature 
area as our’s and our neighbor’s 
land. (Fifteen people, the owners 
and their children, use the yards, 
wood, home and barn now threaten- 
ed by eminent domain -- onadaily 
basis, I challenge the Conserva- 
tion Comnnission to find half that 
number of people using the Carmel 
site every day, or to try to match 
the variety of song birds, smsll 
mammals, trees, flowers and 
Kinds of woodland on my property 
and my neighbor’s property with 
he Vanlaty in the Carmel Woods 
site. 

However well intentioned this 
attitude of putting trees before 
homes is, it deserves to be called 
ecological extremism. And I be- 
lieve at least some of the members 
of the Conservation Commission 
would agree if their homes or yards
